Such acts 
are spasmodic and do no real good 
In the work of reforming the people, 
and whoever is responsible is much 
to blame fer a misuse of the police 
power.”

In general there are only two sea- 


—but~ in some Jopalities spring |: 
planting should be done in carly 
spring by the use of the preceding 
season’s plants, while in others it 
may be done ih June from the crop 
of runners of the same season. 

In irrigated regions planting can 
be. done at whatever season the 
work will give best results in future 
crop production. In humid: regions 
rainfall is a determining factor. In 
the porthern half of the prairie re- 
gion west of the Mississippi spring 
planting gives best results. In the 
Middle Atlantic States the work is 
divided between spring and August 
planting, with the balance in favor 
of the latter in some localities, In 


New England the work is ‘chiefly | 


confined to the spring months, al- 
though there are enthysiastic advo- 
cates of fall planting, especially 
among those who combine straw- 
berry growing with the trucking 
business on expensive lands near the 
large citids. In the Atlantic Goant; 


and Sepember planting 16 most 
extensively practiced,’ particularly 
upon the more retentive solls; 

The garden strawberries of this 
country have come chiefly from the | 


Type of Fragaria chiloensis, 
‘so-called Pine type of berries, which 
has been proved beyond queslon to 
have sprung from Fragaria chiloen- 
sis, b plant originally brought to Bu; 
rope from Chile, but which is now 
known to be native to the western 
mountain regions of both North and | 
South America. The first native | 
strawberries to de brought under 
cultivation, however, were those of | 
eastern North America, which be | 
long to the scarlet class, the species | 
being known to botanists as Fra- 
garia virginiana. This class, as has 
beén stated, has contribiited only 
sparingly to our present variety list. 
The wild berry of Europe, which has 
always been held in more or less es- 
teem because of its ever-bearing ten- | 
dencies, has likwise contributed only | 
meagerly to the garden sdrts of 
its native countries and none what- | 
ever to the American list. The bur- 
den of the industry rests upon the 
Chilean plant, 

The garden strawberry is an 
American product. It adapts itself | 
to a wider range of latitude and to 
greater extremes in environment 
than any cutivated fruit. It is unl- 
versally liked and is cosmopolitan in 
its adaptations. 


e Planting in Matted Rows. 

In order to maintain a belt of 
plants 12 to 18 inches wide, and still 
have a space between the belts for | 
cultivation and the other operations 
necessary to the successful manage- 
ment of a plantation, the rows at 
planting time should be much far- 
ther apart than is necessary with the 
hill system. A common practice is to 
set the plants in single rows 4 “feet 


apart, with the plants 12 inches 
apart in the row. The runners whith 
develop from these planta®are then 
allowed to take 8 ot the 
area for 6 o 9 inches on either side 
of the original plants, thus making a 
matted row 12 to 18 inches wide. 

this leaves 30 inches between ‘thé 
rows, which/.allows ample space for 
cultivation and gathering the krult 

This space can be reduced from 30 
inches to ag little da 18 tuches where 
land is valuable and it is necessary 
to secure maximum returns’ on thin 
soll, however, the greater distance ls 
most satisfactory. There is one ad? 
vantage in the narrow cultivated 
space. After the second crap has 
heen harvested the runners can be 
allowed to take Possession. of the 
cultivated middle, and when the 
young plant become thoroughly esm 
tablished the original rows can be 
broken up with a marrow turning 
plow or a sharp cultivator,

DEATH OF MR. BENJAMIN | WELCOME TO THE STATE CHRISTIAN ENDEAVORERS| WAS IN HIGH ESTEEM. 


Superintendent OF Tho B. C. & A.R $ 
Sketch Of His Usefel Life. Had A 
. Long Rallroad Career. 


Mr. Albert J. Benjamin, one of the 
moat prominent citizens of Salisbury, 
died at his home, on Park street Thurs- 
day morning of heart trouble, after an 
illness of only a few days. He was tak- 
en sick Saturday, but was thought to 
be improving. Mr. Benjamin was 68 
years old. He had been prominent in 
Salisbury for 85 years, and was prob- 
ably the best known man in the city 

at this time. He was connected with 
business and other interests, as fol: 
lows: 

Superintendent and division freight 
and passenger ageut of the Baltimore, 
Chesapeake and Atlantio Railway. 

Superintendent and division freight 
and passenger agant of the Maryland, 
Delaware and Viraizia Railway. 

President and director of the Salis- 
bury Electric Light, Heat and Power 
Company. 

Vice president and diractor of the 
Salisbury Water Company. 

Vice president and director* of the 
People's National Bank of Salisbury. 

Director and examiner of the Wi- 
comico Building and Loan Association 
of Salisbury. 

Vioe president and director of the 
Easton Light and Fuel Company, of 
Easton. 

Director uf the Sinepuxent Bridge 
Company. 

Member of the building commission 
which érected the new high school 
building of Salisbury. 

A member of the first commission 
to look into the paving of the streets 
of Salisbury. 

Member of the Board of Election 
Supervisors for Wicomico county. 

Elder in the Wicomico Preabyterian 
Ohurch, Clerk of the Eldership, 
member of the financial committee 
and teacher of the men’s Bible Olass. 

Director and Treasurer in the board 
nf the Home for the Aged in Salis- 
bury. 

He was former president and was 
instrumental in bpilding the Salis- 
bury Telephone Company, afterward 
purchased by the Bell Telephone Oom- 
pany. 

Mr. Benjamin was born in Perry- 
ville, Ceoil county on July 31, 1848. 
He asssumed his first position as war 
telegraph cperator at the old Wooden 
Bridge Station, over the Suequehanna 
River in 1862, After the war he went 
to Chester, Pa., as an operator for the 
P. W, & B. Ry. He held this position 
until 1868 when he came to Salisbury 
and took a position with the old 
Eastern Shore Railroad Company, and 
was agent at this place until 1883. He 
then moved to Georgetown and was 
Auditor of the Delaware, Maryland 
and Virginia Railroad until 1884. His 
next postifon was agent at Ohester 
for the Baltimore and Ohio, on the 
completion of their’ Philadelphia 
branch. While there Mr, Benjamin 
was severely injured by the explosion 
of an engineat the station, ‘his heart 
being knockei out of place, and for 
many years he had been subject to 
heart trouble, 

He returned to Salisbury in 1888, 
when the Baltimore and astern 
Shore railroad was started, and took 
charge as superintendent of the old 
Wicomico and Pocomoke railroad, 
whioh was absorbed by the Baltimore 
and Eastern Shore. He took an im- 
portant part in the building of the 
Baltimore and Eastern Shore road 
and was made superintendent on its 
completion. He had held this position 
continuously ever since, being von- 
nected with Capt. Willard Thomson 
during the receivership of that road 
and after ite absorption hy the Balti- 
more, Chesapeake and Atlantic Com- 
pany. When the Maryland, Delaware 
and Virginia Company was formed he 
was made superintendent of that sys- 
tem also. He was a man of large in- 
fluence in his community and was 
identified with every movement of 
progress in the oity for the anid 25 
years, $ 

Mr. Benjamin leaves a widow iad 
three childreun—Mrs. Hugh J. Phillips 
of Washington, D. O., Mrs. Donglass 
Wallop, of this city, and Mr. Alan F. 
Benjamin, of Laurel, Mies. Mr. Bon- 
jamin leaves u very comfortable vs: 
tate, valued at probably $25,000, He 
Owned considerable real estate in Sal- 
isbury and wasa great believer in the 
fatare of the town. 

His funeral will take place at three 
o'clock in the Wicomico Presbyterian 
Ohurch Sunday. Interment will be 
made in the church yard. His death 
is a veryhard blow to Salisbdry.

The characteristic obstinacy of the 
German Emperor made the difficulty 
of finding a wife for him an exceed- 
ingly delicate matter, and Prince 
Bismarck, who was trusted with the 
task, scarcely enjoyed the honor, A 
full dozen eminently suitable prin- 
cesses were proposed to Prince Will- 
fam, as he was, and his father, at 
that time the Crown Prince Freder- 
ic, used every means to induce him 
to name one of them, but all in vain. 

The Prince was still as far as 
ever from-making up his mind when 
Bismarck took a hand in the game. 
So far he had acted through others, 
but now he called a family council 
and, relying on the Prince's antipa- 
thy toward himself, which was mark- 
ed even in those days, he deprecated 
the suggestion that his Highness 
should marry the Princess Augusta, 
giving more or less shallow reasons, 
and emphatically urging the claims 
of another Princess. Some of Bis- 
marck's remarks about the Princess 
Augusta so aroused the Prince's ire 
that he broke up the meeting by 
leaving the room, banging the door 
as he went. He had never seen the 
Priucess at that time and his anger 
was merely the outcome of his chiv- 
alry; but shortly afterward he made 
a point of meeting the Princess—on 
an occasion Bismarck had already ar- 
ranged—and when next the queation 


| of his marriage was broached he an- 


nonnced his intention of marrying 
the charming princeks who is the 
present Empress, Princess Augusta 
of Schleswig-Holstein. 

It is sald that Bismarck's unfav- 
orable opinion of the princess had no 
little Influence in causing William 
III. to “drop the pilot“ on ascending 
to the throne, for of course Bismarck 
was not the man to admit that he 
had tricked Prince William. . 

King Edward's marriage was ren- 
dered easy of arrangement by the 
beauty and charming disposition of 
Princess Alexandra of Denmark— 
in fact, the marriage may be sald to 
have arranged itself. They had met 
and played together as children, and 
thereafter the young prince always 
evinced an interest in the Princess. 
When he reached the age of nineteen 
and it became time to settle his fu- 
ture, Queen Victoria proposed a Ger- 
man princess for his consort, but 
Prince Edward had tender recollec- 
tions of the sweet Princess Alexan- 
dra, and he decided he would like to 
meet her again before accepting his 
august mother’s suggestion. A meet- 
ing on the Continent was therefore 
brought about and on the Prince re- 
turning to London the engagement 
was formally announced.

In- 
deed, it is perfectly consistent to be- 
lieve that persistent effort, coupled 
with rigid and intelligent selection, 
will eventually result in‘a strain of 
bees quite as much entitled to be 
termed nonswarming as certain 
breeds of fowls which have been pro- 
coced by artificial selection are to be 
called nonsitters. These terms are 
o’ course only relative, being merely 
indicative of the possession of a cer- 
tain disposition in a less degree than 
that shown by others of the same 
species. It might never be possible 
to change the nature of our honey- 
bees so completely that they would 
never swarm under any circum- 
stances, and even If possible it would 
take a long period, so strongly im- 
planted seems this instinct. But to 
modify it is within the reach of any 
intelligent breeder who will perats- 
tently make the effort. Such work 
should be undertaken in experi- 
mental aplaries where its continu- 
ance when a single point has been 
gained will not be affected by the 
changes of individual fortunes. 


Ants as Honey Makers. 

The ant honey has an aromatic 
favor suggestive of bee honey, and 
is agreenble to the taste, says a wri- 
ter in Harper’s Magazine. An analy- 
sis made by a competent chemist of 
the product ot the Mexican species 
stnwed a nearly pure solution of su- 
gar of fruits, differing from grape- 
sugar in not crystallizing. The Mexi- 
cans and Indians have, or. had at the 
period of these studies, several uses 
for the ant honey. They eat it free- 
ty. The late Professor Cope, when 
in New Mexico, had a plate of ro- 
tunds offered him as a dainty relish. 
Dr. Loew reported that the Mexicans 
press the Insects and use the honey 
at their meals. They were also said 
to prepare from it by fermentation 
an alcoholic drink. Another natur- 
allst learned that the natives apply 
it to bruised and swollen limbs. It 
hus been suggested seriously that 
one ants might by culture attnin 
the rank of bees as honey-producers. 
ThegdiMiculty of farming the colo- 
nies, and the limited quantity of the 
product, would prevent a profitable 
{nduetry. The average amount of 
honey In a single rotund was by 
welght about forty (0.3942) grams, 
a little over eight times (8.2) that of 
the ant's body. But counting the 
number of rotunds in a nest at six 
hundred—the utmost that observa- 
tlon would justify—the entire pro- 
duct would be only two-thirds of a 
pound troy, collected at the cost of 
all the honey-bearers' lives. Such re- 
sults disbar these insects from the 
field of human Industry. 


Life Cycle of a Worker Bee, 

The worker bees, of which there 
are anywhere from 15,000 to 50,0090 
in a colony, possess many functions 
and perform all the labor of the hive 
‘nd fleld—tn fact their power in 
every way is absolute. The young 
‘“orkers are called nurse bees. For 
the first ten days or so their occu- 
tation Is house work. They feed the 
aseen, care for the larvae, secrete 
wax, bulld comb and perform a gen- 
eral apprenticeship in the hive. 
ter twelve or fourteen days they go 
to the fleld for pollen and nectar 
and are then known as field bees. 
The average life of the worker bee 
during the busy season is said to be 
forty-five days, but if hatched at the 
beginning of cool weather it will live 
several months,

| FALL OF CAMPANILE 


Engineers Can Not Pre- 
vent Spreading Rails. 
WATCH TRACKS CLOSE 
Roads Working For a Device to Re 
duce Pressure—All Sections Care- 
fully Examined Daily—Alowance 
Made For Work Done in Zero 
Weather, 


* 

According to railroad men whose 
business it is to look after the 
tracks, only about one in twenty ot 
the wrecks are due to sun kinks, 
says the New York Press 

„It's like the doctor’s heart fall- 
ure,” said one track engineer. At- 
ter the wreck the track is torn up 
and the cars lie in pleces. Then 
somebody asks the conductor or 
the engineer what did it. They 
don’t know half the time. They 
couldn't know. Sometimes 1 am 
called upon to investigate the cause 
of a wreck, and, after the most ex- 
haustive examination, I am forced 
to say that I cannot find out. But ar 


the scene of the wreck, when the re- 


porters come around and ask ques- 
tions, there is always somebody witk 
the easy answer—sun kinks. 

“Of course wrecks are caused by 
the action of the sun’s heat upon the 
ralis,” said another track engineer. 
“It is very hard to guard against 
them absolutely. If the rails are 
laid, say, in zero weather, about a 
half an inch is allowed 
them. If they are lald when the mer- 
cury is at 40 or 50. approximately a 
quarter of an inch is allowed. If they 
are put down in the hottest part of 
the summer they are laid practically 
end to end, 

“Maybe the calculation that fills 
the expansion of most oF the rails 
will not fit three or four that nap- 
pens to be near one another 'n a 
etretch of track. Then a hot sum- 
mer. day comes. The track walker 
and section gang do not see that the 
ralls are getting too close togetner 
It happens also that the balla-tine 
is not quite as good as it ought io be 
at the point where there Is the most 
strain. The rails get together and 
expand still more. Something has 20 
to give way, and the rails buckle out- 
ward. Maybe the track buckles so 
much that a train will run of. May- 
be the next train Is coming so fast 
that the engineer doesn't notice it in 
time. There are some other maynes. 

“There you have the circum- 
stances of a wreck really due to sun 
kinks, ag the newspapers calls them. 
You see the number of things that 
coincided to bring about the wreck. 
You must understand why it is, too, 
that a real, dyed In the woo! su» 
kink Js a thing of rare occurrence. 

“Several years ago I was riding on 
a frieght train, and looking ahead 
saw that the tracks had buckled out 
ward. The train was stopped and ! 
Baw a real case of the sun kinks 

“I couldn't find anybody on whom 
the blame could be laid. The rails 
were spiked and bolted properly. the 
ballasting seeined to be fairly good 
and the rails a little further down 
the Hine were properly spaced. it 
may have happened thut somebo tv's 
miscalculation as to the expaurive- 
ness of one or two particular rails 
had caused the kinks. 

“The public doesn't know ow 
closely the tracks of a big rallroad 
are watched. Even down South and 
ut West, ratiroads have the walk- 
rs to inspect every foot of the tricke 

ce a day. In addition to that, the 
rection gangs are bound to go >ver 
almost every foot of the track onach 
day in going to and from work on 
the handcars. The longest section is 
not more than six miles, and on a 
two or four track system the sec- 
tlons are very short and men are 
constantly going over them. 

“Neverheless wrecks do sume- 
times result from the development 
of sun kinks end railroads are now 
experimenting with thirty or forty 
different types of anti-creepers. An 
anti-creeper is designed to reduce to 
the minimum the chance of a track 
buckling on a hot day. The tracks 
usually buckle outward, and the 
anti-creepers cre designed to Wert 
force, in a pinch, against that. The 
anti-creeper’s heavy shoulders rest 
agaiust the side of a tie and are volt- 
ed to the rall. When the tenaency 
comes to buckle it is met by the 
combined strength of the unti-crep- 
ers, there being two or three to ever) 
rail. 

“But even then,“ continued the 
track engineer, the force of the 
buckling may be so enormous that It 
tears the anti-creepers loose and 
swings the track outward, No road 
that I know of has as yet decided 
that they are of sufficient help to 
justify their adoption all along the 
line.”

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INEQUALITIES ¢ OF LIFE. / 
Oct. 21, '06— (Matt. 25: 14-30.) 


Heretical as it may seem to say 
it. it is not true that all men are 
created free and equal. As a figure 
of speech and of high sounding rhet- 
orie, our fathers made their defiant 
challenge to the world. but the state- 
inent will not stand investigation, It 
ts neither true of nations, nor of in- 
dividuals. Almighty God does not 
sturt every man upon the same plane 
with the same advantages and al- 
lowonces, It is true of nations and 
ot individuals that unto one “He 
sive five talents, to another two, 
n21 to another one.“ 

Sone people object to that dis- 
tribhvtion, and declare that there 
-hould be a readjustment on a more 
equitable basis. They complain at 
the inequalities. of life, and murmur 
b cause efi men are not upon an 
equgh ine. It is not true that all the 
züvantages and comforts of life are 
exclusively enjoyed býi five talent 
people and that eve ng is de- 
nied to those of one talent. Some 
of the most miserable people onearth | 
are those who are clothed in “purple 
and fine linen and fare sumptuously 
every day,” and many a day laborer, 
co ning home at the end of the week 
with his meager wages in his pocket, 
has not a care nor a vexation in life. 
We say of some men, Oh, that 
we had their advantages, their 
houses, thelr servants, their auto- 
mobiles, then would our lives be full 
of sunshine, and we should never 
know sorrow, nor pain! Great mis- 
take! The man who has five talents, 
and realizes it, is the man who 
knows the meaning of the sharpest 
pain. who carries daily the heaviest 
burden,’ and who, because of his 
refinement of sensibility is exposed 
to the greatest degree of suffering. 

Whatever may be our original en- 
dowments every man should strive 
‘or Lis best, aad make the most of 
life. The man who is perfectly sat- 
istied with his position, and has no 
ambition to ris» in the world, has al- 
rand; begun tu die. Talents are giv- 
en. not to hoard, but to use. The 
arm that is uot used shrivels and 
withers away. Nature takes re- 
venge for neglect by destroying the 
power to do. The indolent man ex- 
hausts himself, little by little. Brain 
work does not destroy life, it length- 
ens it. Worry kills more people than 
work. The biain was made for ac- 
tivity, nnd the more a man does the 
more he can do up to a certain limit, 
However brilliant a man's endow- 
ments, If he do not use them, put 
them out at Interest, turn them over 
and over, they will rust and corrode 
and he who started life as a king 
will end it as a beggar. 

Activity is the law of growth. He 
who would b+ strong must use his 
strength. He will be the ablest man 
who every duy puts his ability to 
good use. He will be the most pow- 
erful preacher, in the long run, who 
mukes every occasion a great occa- 
sion, who will make as much effort 
to save one man as to save a thou- 
sand men, sod who always keeps 
himself at his best. When the Israel- 
ites in the derert sought to save some 
of their manaa for the next day It 
“bred worms and stank.” And many 
a preacher, thinking to save a’ good 
sermon for a larger and more appre- 
ciative audience has found his pet 


.| sermon fall Gat when he brought 


forth the mouldy production. The 
reason why sume preachers are with- 


-| ering up and finding themselves not 


wanted ls because for ten years they 
have been preaching old sermons 
that are dry as dead men's bones. 
Politicians do not spend much time 
threshing’ out dead issues. The 
world moves, and they who lead the 
procession Wust ride on the band 
wagon. . 

How abov. the man with one tal- 
ent? Well, it is ever more true, that 
the majority of them bury it in a 
napkin, and spend their time criti- 
cising others. The fact is, the man 
who will bury one talent because he 
has no more, would do the same if 
he had five hundred. He thinks he 
wouldn't, but ne does not know his 
own heart. He who made him knows 
him better than he knows himself, 
which is the reason that he only got 
one. 

History ts fragrant with the deeds 
of one taleut men. Some of the 
world’s brightest achievements were 
wrought by wen of one talent. They 
were handicapped in their birth, in 
their color, 'n their education, In 
thelr pecuniary clreumetances, ir 
their lack of all the things which to 
us seem essential to success, but they 
faced the situation, conquered the 
diMiculties, refused to surrender to 
discouragemunt, nailed thelr colore 
to the mast, and reached the goal of 
thelr ambition. They had but one 
talent, but ike the nimble sixpence 
it won fer them shillings and 
pounds. Mest of the poetry and sci- 
ence and laws and constitutions and 
delUverancen of the ages were born, 
like Jesus, In a manger, and had 
Herods who tried to slay them, and 
Judas! who sought to betray them, 
and Pilates who condemned them, 
and rabbles who crucified them, tin 
they proved their divinity by burst- 
ing forth from the sepulchre into 
glorious resurrection. The one tal- 
ent men ate the majority on earth, 
and among the crowned ones of 
eternity the one talent men will be 
conspicuous. For five talents your re- 
sponsibility te great, if you have but 
account of.

Under the title ot “Curtous Traite 


in Men of Genius,” Professor Lom- 
broso contributes some interesting 
facts. 

It is pointed out that the great 
majority of men of genius are to be 
found in either of two tiasese—the 
tallest or the shortest. Among men 
of average mental attainments the 
greater number are of average 
height—oft this class 16 per cent. are 
of high, 16 per cent. of low and 68 
per cent. of medium stature. Turn- 
ing to men of genius, 37 per cent. 
are low, 41 per cent. medium. Exam- 
ples of short geniuses are Epictetus, 
George Eliot and A. C. Swinburne; 
of the tall variety are Petrarch, 
Goethe, Tennyson, An equally well 
defined statement may be made re- 
garding hiù and stout men. Of 
tönt geniuses may be mentioned 


*1 Victor Hugo, Renan, Lee, Rossini 


and Balzac; of thin are Pascal, Kep- 
ler, Voltatre, and Giotto, 

Most men of genius have a high 
brain capacity. Lebon, on examining 
the skulls of twenty-six Frenchmen 
of genius, found that they yielded an 
average capacity of 1.732 cubic cen- 
timetres—a little more than 200 in 
excess of the average. 

Of the brains of twelve famous 
Germans studied by Wagner and 
Buchoff, eight had elther'a decidedly 
low or a very high capacity; Dollin- 
ger, 1,207, and Leibig, 1,352, for in- 
stance. 

On the other hand, one had long 
believed that a great development of 
brain circumyvolution, together, with 
symmetrical beauty of the face, were 
general characteristics of the man of 
genius; but here also the exceptions 
are numerous, ån extraordinary 
emaciation of the skull being fre- 
quently noticeable. 

We have not dealt with inflamma- | 
tion of the brain membranes, shown 
in such a case as Donnizetti’s; and 
we may contrast with the factal | 
beauty and harmonious skull form 
of Helmholtz, Dante and Schopen- 
hauer the abnormally large features 
(hereditary) of such men as Skoda 
and Nobilis, who possessed almost 
{diotic looks. It is interesting to 
note that Clement VI. is sald to have 
acquired genius as a result of a 
blow which his skull received in his 
chi;dhood. (The Australian novelist 
Marcus Clarke had a similar ex- 
perience. ) 

A common characteristic of the 
creative genius is contempt for the 
work of others. Napoleon would 
have nothing to do with steam, and 
Richelieu threw into a lunatic asy- 
lum the man who discovered it; 
Voltaire denied the value of fossils 
to science. Darwin jeered at hypnot- 
ism, and Virchow absolutely denied 
Darwinism and crimipal anthro- 
pology. 

Absent-mindedness is very common 
with the man of genius. Newton one 
day rammed his niece's finger into 
his pipe. Tucherel once forgot his 
own name. The Archbishop of Mun- 
ster, seeing on the door of his visi- 
tors’ room a notice which read: 
“The master of this house is out,“ 
remained there awalting his own re- 
turn! 

The gods must have an especial 
fondness for poets, for they have a 
decided way of dying young. Of 
forty-six cases, showing an average 
age of 66 years, nine poets died be- 
tween the ages of 26 and 37—By- 
ron, Shelley, Keats, Leopardi and 
Poe among them. Of thirty-nine ar- 
tists and sculptors, the average age | 
atte{ned was 66, one, Fortuny, dying | 
young, aged 36. Of thirty musicians, 
wit an average age of 62 years, 
Anber was 89 years old When he 
died, and Verdi 88; while four oth- 
ers died young— Bellini,’ Bizet, Schu- 
bert, Mendelssohn. 

Poets are often precocious. Dante 
wrote a sonnet to Beatrice when he 
wes 9 years old, Mozart gave a con- 
cert at 6, Tasso wrote verses at 10, 
and Pascal at 13. It is, on the other 
hand, true that some men have been 
backward; Alfieri, Wren, Humboldt, 
Linnaeus, Flaubert, and Domeni- 
chino, for instance. 

Hatred of music has been a char- 
acteristic of some persons of genius, 
especially in- literature, philosophy 
and history-—e.g., Johnson, Victor 
Hugo, Catherine II., Zola, Napoleon, 
Fontenele, and Gautier. On the 
other hand, among ardent lovers of 
music have stood Aristotle, Daudet, 
Darwin, Goethe, Carlyle. Moore and 
Ruskin. 


When Gladstone Smoked. 

Gladstone, who hated the very 
smell of tobacco, once bravely 
smoked a cigarette to put a dinner 
guest at bis ease—that guest being 
the Prince of Wales. Jowett, the 
great muster of Balliol, whose hatred 
of tobacco was almost Gladstontan, 
did a similar deed on a special occa- 
sion toward the end of his life. 
There had been a little quarrel be- 
tween the master and the other Ba- 
Hol dons, and Jowett celebrated 
their reconciliation by dining in Hal} 
on the following Sunday, as he 
rarely did in his last years, When 
they adjourned to the common room. 
after dinner, he noticed a certain 
awkwardnoss. and gilessed its cause, 
So, in the still, small voſce commem- 
ornted by Mr. Mallock, he sald, “I 
think T should like a cigarette.” 
Every onè joyfully lit up at once, and 
Jowott pently blew down his cigar- 
ette until enough was consumed to 
suave appearances.—Cornhill.

CAUSE OF FLAVORS IN CHEESE. | 


Taints Are Usually Imparted to Milk 
During or After Milking. 
Good flavor in cheese commands a 
ready market at remunerative prices 
while poor flavor condemns !t and no 
one seeks it at any price. Flavor as 
applied to cheese is distinguished by 
taste and sense of smell. Off flavor 
is the term usually applied to a va- 
riety of bad odors in cheese and cus- 
tomarily refers to the well-known 
characteristic odors which indicate 


The faulty flavors may be divided 
into two general classes—those de- 
rived from taints imparted to the 
milk through the injudicious feed- | 
ing of unsuitable feed to the cows 
and those derived from taints im- 
parted to the milk through germs 
that get into the milk during and 
after milking. Flavors of the first 
class are less common than dairy- 
men generally believe and may be 
avoided in most instances by careful 
feeding. Certain feeds, however. such 
as leeks, cabbage, onions, turnips, 
rye, and rape when eaten by cows, 
impart unpleasant flavors to the 
milk which are retained by the 
majority of consumers. Too often 
the cause of flavors and taints of the 
second class are assigned to the feed 
of the cow, while the actual canse of 
the tainted, gassy conditions of the 
milk and cheese curds is due to the 
carelessness and fiithy conditions 
under which the milk is drawn aad 
kept before it reaches the factory. 


The Feed For Caives 

It is not advisable to mix corn, 
kafiir-corn or any other st reiy foed 
with milk fed to calves. While tho 
starch In the grain takes the place of 
fat in milk, its form 
changed to sugar before it is 1 
ible. This change is effected by toe 
aikaline fluids and chiefly by the s 
11 of the mouth. If te 

giwed down with the riiik, there Is

acid Instead of alkaline, the starch 
is not acted upon until it reaches the 
intestines.

Breeding Dairy Cows, 

In breeding duiry animals, the 
cow that can make 500 pounds of 
butter In a year is seldom interro- 
gated as to whether her tongue is 
black or white, In the improvement 
of beef animals, !ikewise, we should 
pay more attcnifon to the funda- 
mental beef quolities and perhaps 
less to the color and other fancy- 
bred points. We must pay particu- 
Jar attention to the development of 
those parts which make the steer 
worth more money when fatted. 
There is no denying the fact that at 
the present time in this country the 
real end to be sought in breeding im- 
proved cattle is supplying a better 
grade of steers for fattening. 


Milk Cows in China, 


In the soutbern provinces of China 
natives use cows for ploWing pur- 
poses. Milk was an unknown arti- 
cle when en American missionary, 
to the astonishment of the village 
milked one of the beasts of burden 
and drank the beverage. . The dis- 
covery was as sensational as that of 
the roast pig, as narrated by Charies 
‘Lamb. Now many men make a liv- 
ing as milk sellers, but the industry 
is capable of immense development. 
for the animals are of poor breed, 
{gnorantly attended and not numer- 
ous enough to meet the growing 
wants of the Chinese who, having 
tasted milk, like It very much. 


The Selling Cheese of To-Day. 

One of the most popular forms of 
cheese now on the market is calle) 
the square which is about four 
Inches high and twelve inches long. 
lightly marked off in one pound 
spaces, so that the retailers can cut 
off that weight with one‘ stroke o’ 
the knife.. These come in cakes 
which weigh about ten pounds, two 
in s box. A similar device is to take 
the regular twenty-pound daisy and 
mark it off on the top in twenty 
equal parts, making one pound be- 
tween each mark. Such cheese comes 
a little higher on account of the ex- 
tra cost in making them exactly ten 
and twenty pounds each. 


Denmark's Milk Producers. 
The Red Danish cow is the prin- 
cipal breed of dairy stock in Den- 
mark. These animals are brownish 
red with black points. They are 
hedvy as the Holstein and aye short- 
er in the legs than the latter. They 
are good dairy cattle. In a herd of 
thirty cows the average animal yield 
is 8,700 pounds of milk and 340 
pounds of butter.

From these calculations, which | 
ought approximately to be correot, 
the night-watchmen of Chicago are |

find an average of 240 doors and | 
windows left Open each night dur- 
Ing the winter season—and perhaps | 
3,000 a night during the summer, 
The business is an interesting one. 


The night watchman sees more of- 


the carelessness of house owners 
than any other person, He discovers 
overheated furnaces, redhot bollers, 
smoking partitions, and all sorts of 
things. . 

In residence districts the watch- | 
man's charge is from $1 to $1.50 a 
month per house, In business 


partner and I have been in the busi- 
ness for fourteen years. When we 
dtnrted in business there were foar- 
tecn more city policemen travelling 
out of stations in our district than 
there are now—although the popu- 
lation has more than doubled. We 
always have worked with the -city 
po'ice, assisting them at every turn, 
nnd they have aided us. We never 
have- had a conflict with them, al- 
though some patrols continually 
eln A with and oppose the city police. 

At present we have nine patrol- | 
me working for us ,and they are | 
guarding 340 houses. Each patrol- 
man has a beat five blocks square, 
and to cover it he must walk about 
four miles every hour and a half. He | 
i: on duty from 8 p. m. to 6 a. m. | 
and In the ten hours he walks ap- 
proximately forty miles, tries about 
7.9 doors, flashes his lantern Into 
sements 1,400 times. 

\We have four men watching new 
baildings. They remain inside the 
bulldings all night, guarding against | 
t(vefts of tools, and watching for 

‘ox while the salamanders are dry- 

- the buildings. 

The men are paid good wages, and 
we board and lodge them in a house 
which is managed just as a police 
ton or fire station is managed. 
Yhe patrolmen are in constant touch 
with the house by telephone, and we | 
always are ready to send out assist- 
vanes, The patrolmen watch all sus- 
;icfous characters, and, when possi- 
ble, communicate with the city police 
as soon as they have located such 
ersons lu the district. 

The number of fires the night 
wetchman prevents cannot be told. 
We had six cases within the last 
winter, which was unusually mild— 
all from overheated boilers or fur- 
1 :ces—and no serious loss resulted 
from any one of them, Out of 340 
lovses we will find an average of six 
doors or windows unlocked in a 
night in winter, and in summer we 
f'n! houses open by the hundreds, 

Frequently the patrolmen enter | 
the houses and are forced to knock | 
on bedroom doors to arouse the 
owner to lock the doors. Thieves 
cond walk into these houses and 
carry away everything without wak- 
ing ny one up. I believe every house 
owner in Chicago leaves his house 
door unlocked at least once a year, 
und some of them are habitually 

orn. 

The business is a paying one. A 
strong man able to stand ‘long walk- 
ing and exposure in all sorts of 
Werther can make a décent living in 
an. good residence district if he can 
ret cnough houses to watch. The 
price, $1 a month, seems small, but 
if a watchman can get 100 houses in 
a c npact district he can make it 
nav, Our men only have about forty 
ho isos each on the average, but the 
business p'aces and the larger houses 
nay more, and we are able to block 
our dtatitets so as to give the sub- 
eertbeys frequent service,
